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Long-Awaited Charter School Reform Just

California is on the verge of pass- 
ing major reform that returns much of 
charter school approvals to local control 
— but due process remains a central is- 
sue. 

Pending Gov. Gavin Newsom’s 
signature, charter schools will have a 
tougher time petitioning the state to 
supersede a school district’s denial to 
launch a new school. Newsom’s office 
struck a deal with teachers’ unions and 
the California Charter Schools Associa- 
tion in August, marking the biggest re- 
visal of laws around the publicly-fund- 
ed, independently-run schools in more 
than 25 years. (The state’s legislative 
session ends Friday, with Newsom hav- 
ing until October to sign.) 

The agreement struck for Assembly 
Bill 1505 comes after Newsom signed 
another bill, Senate Bill 126, in March 


to increase transparency by setting the 
same standards around open meetings 
and conflict of interest subjected to 
public schools. Charter school oppo- 
nents, including teachers unions, had 
little luck with similar bills vetoed by 
former Govs. Jerry Brown and Arnold 
Schwarzenegger as proponents poured 
millions into elections over the years, 
including to defeat Newsom and Supt. 
of Public Instruction Tony Thurmond. 
For local education leaders in San 
Francisco, it means more power to 
deny charters that don’t meet stan- 
dards around fiscal responsibility, 
teacher credentials, worker protections 
through teachers’ unions, and rights 
for students with disabilities, says 
School Board Commissioner Alison 
Collins. Under existing law, the state 
overruled the Board of Education’s 
unanimous denial of KIPP Bayview 
Elementary — one of the city’s 18 
charter schools — and forced Malcolm 
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X Academy to make room in their 
building. (KIPP did not return requests 
for comment before press time.) 

“In effect, we have certain charters 
in our district that we didn’t agree on 
and they did not meet our standard 
and yet we have to house them in our 
buildings,” Collins says. “Charters are 
circumventing local control. We have 
very little power over fixing things and 
holding them accountable.” 

AB 1505 addresses the issue over 
authorizations and renewals, which 
happen every five years. But it doesn’t 
help parents like Saira Ramirez, whose 
son Antonio went to a San Francisco 
charter school from about 2012 to 
2016. Throughout the years, Ramirez 
tried to communicate about issues 
regarding Antonio which she said fell 
on deaf ears. It eventually got to the 
point where the school had a security 
guard follow him around and Ramirez 
had to call the police to obtain surveil-

lance footage leading up to Antonio's 
expulsion. 

Ramirez felt things escalated be- 
cause she kept asking too many ques- 
tions. When asked who she could go 
to for help during that period she says 
“No one. You go to no one. 

“SFUSD can’t go in there and ask, 
‘Hey, these are allegations coming 
up, what’s going on?” Ramirez says. 
“There’s no check of power with them. 
They don’t have to answer to anyone 
else.” 

Ramirez said she would “absolutely 
not” place Antonio in another charter 
school, especially given how well he 
progressed at James Denman Middle 
School and in the public school dis- 
trict. But it’s not without consequenc- 
es, as he now doesn’t trust the adults 
around him. And her experience is just 
one of the known cases, which is why 
she wants a separate body to investi- 
gate incidents. 


Scratches the Surtace, Parents Say 


Schools like Five Keys in SoMa 
and Lifelong Learning Academy on 
Treasure Island have been commended 
by local groups for not only being re- 
sponsible but going above and beyond 
like charter schools are meant to. But 
KIPP doesn’t often have meetings in 
San Francisco, giving parents limited 
chances to get out of their regular 
schedule to air grievances. 

“Due process can vary from school 
to school,” said Julia Roberts of SF 
Families Union. “There are still huge 
gaps for families and their rights, and 
in the quality of education they can 
expect. This law doesn’t do much to 
address that.” 

That’s where a Charter School Over- 
sight Committee will come in, which 
the school board approved in 2018. 
Once set up later this year, SFUSD may 
be able to identify patterns of issues 
with its charter schools based on fam- 
ily input given on a monthly basis and 
requested data finally made public. 
Paired with SB 126, which subjects 
charter schools to the California Public 
Records Act, the board will have better 
evidence to work with when renewals 
arise. 

This is especially important for 
students with challenges like being 
disabled, gender non-conforming, an 
immigrant, foster kid, homeless, and 
so on. 

“Now we can take into account their 
demographics and how they impact us 
fiscally as an entire district,” Collins 
said. “Families of students that tend 
to be harder to serve end up getting 
pushed out of schools. These are all 
students that rely on public education 
and we should center those popula- 
tions.” 

While the bill doesn’t end issues 
for charter school families, it’s a major 
step forward in preventing potentially 
problematic schools from establishing 
roots in the first place. 

“If you open charter schools, you 
will close public schools,” Roberts said. 
“It’s very important to make sure we’re 
not opening schools that shouldn't ex- 
ist in the first place.” 

But, she added, “The fact that 
[CCSA] isn’t actively opposing it, I 
think speaks to some of the ways this 
compromise doesn’t go far enough.”

Weedmaps 
Continues to 
List Illegal 
Dispensaries 


Typing “cannabis dispensaries” 
into Google — what has become the 
modern gateway to knowledge — will 


yield Weedmaps as one of the top results. 


Founded in 2008 by Justin Hart- 
field and Keith Hoerling, Weedmaps 
has become a valuable tool for those 
eager to discover which dispensaries 
are nearby. Unfortunately, one aspect 
of Weedmaps’ policy now has the 
potential to put consumers at risk: 
the company’s refusal to remove un- 
regulated business listings from their 
website. 

In the earliest days of Proposi- 
tion 64, just after the law went into 
effect at the start of 2018, there was 
less pressure for Weedmaps to purge 
these listings and instead feature only 
licensed dispensaries on its site. At 


first, it was understandable to expect 
a learning curve, especially given that 
many unregulated operators were ac- 
tively working to get their licenses. 

Should dispensaries that aren’t legit 
but are on the cusp of getting a license 
remain on Weedmaps? There was some 
sympathy on this point — after all, 
tracking the legality of so many busi- 
nesses is no small task. 

Unfortunately, as we now close in 
on the end of two full years of regula- 
tion, Weedmaps has thus far refused 
to purge ads for illegal businesses from 
its site. On Aug. 21, the Irving-based 
company said it would “stop carrying 
listings for unlicensed marijuana 
businesses” by the end of the year. As 
of Sept. 9, that promise has yet to be 
honored. Tragically, greater urgency 
is necessary given that 
it has become a 
matter of public 
health. 

An investigation 
by NBC4 in Los 
Angeles analyzed 
samples from 24 
dispensaries in the 
area. Thirty percent 
of the samples had 
illegal pesticides in 
them — and all of 
the contaminated 
samples came from

The need for consumer trust in 
dispensaries has risen in recent weeks 
in light of the mysterious vaping ill- 
ness that has swept the country. The 
most common symptoms, according 
to a recent New York Times story, are 
“coughing, fatigue, and shortness of 
breath.” Mainly affecting those in their 
twenties, many have been hospitalized 
with serious respiratory concerns. As 
of Sept. 6, five deaths were also at- 
tributed to the epidemic. 

At this moment, there is no con- 
crete solution for how to eradicate this 
illness. 

What we do have are several ob- 
vious steps that must be taken if a 
serious response to this health crisis is 
to be mounted. The first, of course, is

for people to stop vaping. That seems 

overly optimistic given that people still 

smoke and drink alcohol even though 
both have well-documented deleteri- 
ous effects on the human body. Hu- 
mans: We like a good time, no matter 
how unhealthy! 

A more logical first step would be 
to demand that businesses like Weed- 
maps stop enabling these unlicensed 
dispensaries by giving people an easy 
way to find them. 

As of now, we still don’t know the 
true culprit, but the FDA has found 
that a number of individuals who got 
sick vaped oil containing Vitamin E 
acetate. That’s not something one will 
find at any licensed dispensary. 

You'll still find plenty of unlicensed 
dispensaries on the 
company’s site to- 
day. Coming on the 
heels of a cease-and- 
desist sent by the 
California Bureau 
of Cannabis Control 
last February anda 

bill signed by Gov. 
Gavin Newsom on 
July 1 that permits 
regulators to fine 
unlicensed parties 
$30,000 a day, it’s 
not as though state 
officials are doing

nothing — but the listings persist. 

The amount of effort being made by 
so many to show the validity of canna- 
bis as a medicine and a valuable tool 
for everyday life gets undermined each 
time someone finds an unregulated 
dispensary and offers it their business. 
It would be bad enough to simply see 
the business owners who put in the 
work — applying for a license, get- 
ting everything to code and verified, 
staying abreast of seemingly endless 
tweaks and updates to the law — not 
receive their just rewards in the form 
of steady (and safe) business. 

Now, the very fabric of what we’ve 
worked to build — a public trust in 
cannabis and a desire to see it made 
available, legally and safely — isin 
jeopardy thanks to an unwillingness to 
stop the worst of the lot from bringing 
the entire industry down. 

Weedmaps needs to execute on its 
promises faster, before someone else 
gets hurt by their blatant disregard for 
safety.

e Dear Chris, I interviewed for a 
receptionist position at a San Francisco 
company. The person interviewing me 


offered me the job, but said that I would 


need to conform to the company’s 
“grooming policy,’ which states “hair- 
style should reflect a business and/or 
professional image.” When I said that I 
would prefer not to cut my dreadlocks, 


she rescinded the job offer. I told her 
that I do not understand what how I 
wear my hair has to do with my ability 
to do the job and she told me that 
“dreadlocks are simply not profes- 
sional.” Isn’t this discrimination? 


e 
A e Thank you for your question, 
Maya, and I’m sorry for the frustration 
you ve experienced in the job market. It 
certainly does sound like your situation 
could qualify as unlawful discrimina- 
tion, under not only the general an- 
ti-discrimination provisions of 
California’s Fair Employment and 
Housing Act (FEHA) but also under the 
newly-enacted Create a Respectful and 
Open Workplace for Natural Hair Act 
(the “C.R.O.W.N. Act”). When the 
C.R.O.W.N. Act was signed into law in 
July, California became the first state 
in the nation to legally protect people 
in workplaces, as well as K-12 public 
schools and charter schools, from dis- 
crimination specifically based on their 
natural hair. 


Under FEHA, employers have long 
been prohibited from implementing 
dress or grooming policies that ad- 
versely impact one race more than 
another. By stating that “dreadlocks 
are simply not professional,” without 
any rational justification related to 
your ability to perform the job, the

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interviewer appeared to indicate that 
the company’s “grooming policy” es- 
tablishes different employment stan- 
dards based on race by prohibiting 
one of various natural and protective 
hair styles available to black employ- 
ees. An arbitrary employment policy 
like this would likely be deemed 
contrary to FEHA, even before the 
C.R.O.W.N Act takes effect on Jan. 
12020; 


However, any legal debate that 
might have been made previously on 
this issue will soon be rendered moot 
when the C.R.O.W.N. Act supercedes 
the more general existing anti-dis- 
crimination policies to expressly 
provide that hairstyles fall within the 
definition of race. The C.R.O.W.N. 
Act expands statutory protections by 
amending the FEHA and the Califor- 
nia Education Code to define “race or 
ethnicity” as “inclusive of traits his- 
torically associated with race, includ- 
ing, but not limited to, hair texture 
and protective hairstyles.” 


When it takes effect next year, 
the C.R.O.W.N. Act will prohibit em- 
ployers from enforcing purportedly 
“race neutral” grooming policies that 
restrict natural hair styles, such as 
Afros, braids, twists, cornrows and 
dreadlocks, that that disproportion- 
ately impact employees of color. The 





C.R.O.W.N Act expressly defines 
“protective hairstyles” as including, 
but not limited to, “braids, locks, and 
twists” and makes clear that traits 
historically associated with race, such 
as hair texture and hairstyle, should 
be protected from discrimination in 
the workplace and in schools. The 
C.R.O.W.N. Act recognizes that “[p] 
rofessionalism was, and still is, close- 
ly linked to European features and 
mannerisms, which entails that those 
who do not naturally fall into Euro- 
centric norms must alter their ap- 
pearances, sometimes drastically and 
permanently, in order to be deemed 
professional.” 


You should note that an employ- 
ment discrimination claim must be 
filed with the Department of Fair 
Employment and Housing (“DFEH”) 
within one year of the unlawful event 
or your rights to seek recovery may 
be barred. The DFEH’s phone number 
is 1-800-884-1684 and their web 
site is: http://www.dfeh.ca.gov/. In 
addition, it is always a good idea to 
contact a trial lawyer with knowledge 
of employment laws to discuss your 
case.

Humans have 12 years to dras- 
tically change all of their habits or the 
Earth will bake into an unlivable hells- 
cape. 

The consequences of ignoring 
what scientists have been warning 
us about with increasing alarm have 
been well-chronicled (but, as a quick 
refresher: literally fatal temperatures, 
famine, plagues, unbreathable air,

flooding, poisonous water, etc.). But 
now that everyone has some concrete 
examples to work with — extreme 
heat waves and wildfires, in particular 
— a sense of urgency has crept into 
discourse and, finally, politics. 

In March, the San Francisco Board 
of Supervisors passed a resolution de- 
claring climate change an emergency 
for the city, joining 10 other Bay Area 
cities, including Oakland, Berkeley, 
and Hayward, which have made similar 
declarations over the past few years. 


In fact, more Bay Area cities (11) 
have declared climate change an emer- 
gency than countries (7): Argentina, 
Canada, France, Ireland, Portugal, 
Scotland, and the United Kingdom. 

Experts say increased local interest 
in climate change is a direct result of 
California’s recent surge in wildfires. 

“The fires really changed things 
here,’ says Bruce Riordan, program 
director for the Climate Readiness 
Institute at UC Berkeley. “So did the 
drought. Those were big, aggressive 


fires that everyone could see... We’re 
getting a much better audience now 
for people saying, “This is a crisis, this 
is an emergency.” 

As part of their resolution, the city 
supervisors tasked S.F.’s Department 
of the Environment with compiling 
a report on how the city can reach 
net zero carbon emissions by 2050, 
as part of a global effort to arrest the 
global temperature rise at 1.5 degrees 
Celsius. 

The report, submitted in July, has 
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imposing benchmarks San Francisco 
has to meet if it wants to get to net 
zero emissions. The strategy — the 
“0-80-100-Roots Climate Action 
Framework” — calls for a 15 percent 
reduction in trash, for 80 percent of 
trips taken in San Francisco to be via 
sustainable methods, and 100 percent 
renewable electricity supply by 2030 
(the “Roots” part of the plan calls for 
an unspecified but significant com- 
mitment to goals like increasing the 
number of trees). 
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Those years aren't arbitrary. They’re 
based on a separate report issued by 
the United Nations’ Intergovernmen- 
tal Panel on Climate Change late last 
year, which says humans have until 
2030 to cut global greenhouse gas 
emissions by 45 percent from 2010 
levels and reach net zero emissions by 
2050. Achieving the 0-80-100 marks 
by 2030 will indicate San Francisco is 
on pace to get to net zero emissions 
by 2050. 

Reaching the milestones will re- 
quire everyone, but especially those 
with money and power, to do as much 
as they possibly can in a very short 
amount of time. Reports like this, of 
course, don’t guarantee anything. 
They're just information. 

“It’s good that San Francisco and 
others are doing this because they’re 
saying publicly that we have to have 
bold but reachable goals,” Riordan 
says. San Francisco’s taking a good 
stand here to let their residents and 
key players know that this is going to 
take big action and not a little bit of 
this and a little bit of that. Slow and 
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by people getting around. Private 
transportation (read: cars) makes up 
the vast majority (71 percent) of San 
Francisco's transit-related carbon 
emissions. Consequently, the report 
recommends that by 2030, 80 percent 
of all trips in the city need to be via 
biking, walking, or public transit. The 
current proportion of sustainable trips 
is about 54 percent, according to the 
Department of the Environment. 

That’s a big goal, but attainable, 
says Rachel Hyden, executive direc- 
tor of San Francisco Transit Riders, 

a public transit advocacy group. Her 
organization is developing a network 
of rapid transit lines that could tie San 
Francisco together with end-to-end 
service in 30 minutes by 2030. 

The issue with both is finding pol- 
iticians who will commit to big, auda- 
cious changes. 

“What’s in the way here is that 
we don’t have the political will to 
prioritize our streets,’ Hyden tells SF 
Weekly. “We could get there. It’s a little 
daunting, but not that daunting.” 

In addition to changing people’s

steady progress is not good enough in 
this case.” 

The report outlines goals in four 
key areas: waste, transit, power, and 
plants. 

For waste, this means San Francis- 
co — already a global leader in terms 
of recycling and waste management 
— needs to reduce the total amount of 
refuse it generates by 15 percent over 
the next 12 years. That means less 
trash, less compost, and less landfill 
waste, all while the population contin- 
ues to increase. 

An even larger piece of the puzzle 
will be the carbon emissions made 


attitudes and instincts when it comes 
to getting around town, San Francisco 
will have to change the fabric of the 
city if it wants to meet its sustainable 
power goals in time. 

While more and more buildings 
have been built to higher environmen- 
tal standards, most building emissions 
in San Francisco still come from older 
buildings that use of natural gas for 
heating. To meet a goal of 100 percent 
renewable electricity by 2030, “exist- 
ing buildings must be retrofitted with 
efficient, all-electric systems at an 
average annual rate of 3 percent per 
year, according to the report. 
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80% of all trips in 2030 
are taken by walking, 
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Finally, the report recommends 
planting more trees, gardens, and gen- 
eral greenery to maximize the city’s 
carbon sequestering potential. 

San Francisco has almost 125,000 
trees planted on streets. In 2015, the 
city adopted the Urban Forest Plan, 
which calls for the planting of an addi- 
tional 50,000 trees by 2034. 

Reaching the 2030 goals outlined 
by the Department of the Environ- 
ment will reduce overall emissions by 
68 percent from 1990 levels. 

The report is blunt in its assess- 
ment that even meeting the lofty goals 
is not a guarantee: “Even assuming a 
steadfast commitment, the city is un- 
likely to reach net zero emissions with- 
out new innovations, partnerships and 
collaborations as the findings of this 
report estimates there will be some 
emissions that cannot be eliminated 
by San Francisco alone.” 


Reports like this one are helpful — 
they give parameters for what needs to 
happen for continued human survival 
— but do not constitute actual action 
or even political direction. 

“The only downside to a pledge like 
this is if people misinterpret a pledge 
to mean action,” says Rob Jackson, an 
earth science professor at Stanford 
University and chair of the Global Car- 
bon Project. “It does not mean the city 
will meet these goals. The city needs to 
talk about this every city council meet- 
ing. Every planning decision will need 
to include recycling and green energy. 
They have to be embedded in the city’s 
operations.” 

Scientists like Jackson and the 
Climate Readiness Institute’s Bruce 
Riordan are working to help that hap- 
pen. Riordan estimates that over the 
past few years, he’s met with or helped 
train over 100 Bay Area public officials

about climate change. In addition to 
his current role at the head of CRI, 
Riordan has served as the climate 
strategist for the Bay Area Joint Policy 
Committee and consulted with BART. 

The institute brings UC Berkeley 
researchers and policymakers together 
so they can learn from each other. 
For instance, county officials from 
San Mateo, Marin, and San Francisco 
have met with the institute to learn 
from the work of Mark Stacey, an en- 
vironmental engineering professor at 
Berkeley who has worked with his stu- 
dents to model sea level rise flooding 
and its effect on Bay Area roads. Com- 
municating with scientists is good, but 
local governments will have to coordi- 
nate with each other as well. 

“Cities doing this one by one is not 
a great idea,” Riordan says. “Working 
together... is really required.”

brought their resolution to bear at 
the urging of eight different local 


organizations. Supervisor Rafael 
Mandelman, who introduced 
the resolution, said that climate 
change had been a big issue to 
him for years. 

“It’s undeniable that the 
world is changing around us in 
alarming ways,’ he says. “You'd 
have to be living under a rock, 
or the president of the United 
States, not to recognize that.” 

Mandelman notes that this is 
an interim step that the super- 
visors hope to follow with more 
action in the form of legislation 
in the coming year, especially 
in relation to transportation 
and increasing electrification of 
buildings. He’s also interested in 
how San Franciscans can reduce 
their carbon footprint as con- 
sumers. 

“You wouldn't necessarily 
measure the hamburger you eat 


in San Francisco as part of the city’s 
carbon emissions, but maybe you 


should,” he says.

increase. As in, every other city would 
need to make similar efforts. It’s a 


tall order, and one that some argue 
needs shorter-term goals to really 
work. 

“Let’s be blunt: ‘progressive,’ 
pro-enviro San Francisco and Los 
Angeles are not taking any major 
actions to address climate change 
that would cause any political down- 
side to current officeholders,” wrote 
Tenderloin Housing Clinic Executive 
Director Randy Shaw in July. “All of 
these local deadlines can be revised 
and delayed by future politicians.” 

Shaw’s words, from an op-ed pub- 
lished by Beyond Chron in response 
to a press release from Mandelman’s 
office echo what the scientists and 
activists said when interviewed for 
this article. 

In 2019 so far, the supervisors 
have passed no ordinances that di- 
rectly reduce carbon emissions. 

“[These goals] are technically fea- 


sible,” Riordan says. “It’s politics and 
money, basically.”

They 
spend most of their time on stage ei- 
ther sweeping popcorn up or mop- 
ping down the sticky aisle floors. In 
this lifeless production of Annie Bak- 
er’s The Flick, the director, Jon Tracy, 
is determined to recreate the monot- 
onous verisimilitude of a service in- 
dustry job. By evoking the rhythms 
of this particular working class 
limbo, Tracy’s interpretation of the 
play relies on making the same repet- 
itive point for three long hours. It’s a 
joyless exercise that, having had the 
exact same job myself, omits any 
sense of fun that made the work 
something other than mind-numb- 
ing drudgery. 

Covered in a red cloth that’s 
stained and fading, several rows 
of actual movie seats face the au- 
dience. Against the back wall, two 
windows reveal a projection room 
on an upper floor where Rose (Ari 
Rampy), a third employee, spends 
most of her time. Being a projec- 
tionist is the most coveted job in 
their tiny ecosystem. Sam, who 
happens to be in love with Rose, 
wants her to train him. Sam’s in his 
30s and has worked at the theater 
for a number of years. Rose tells 
Avery that Sam moved in with his 
parents after he broke up with his 
girlfriend. What Baker leaves un- 
said in Sam’s monologues is his in- 
ability to imagine something more 
or different for himself. He looks 
hypnotized by his routine and com- 
fortable with his limited ambitions. 
The great trauma of his life is the 
lack of any viable opportunity for 
advancement. 

After each showing of the mov- 
ie, the sound and video designer, 
Kris Barrera, projects the end cred- 
its as a series of flickering lights 
and shadows against the back wall. 
Avery then peers through the the- 
ater door to see if it’s clear to start 
cleaning up. He’s new on the job 
and learning the ropes from Sam. 
As they each tend to their side of 
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Three Degrees of Separation in

the aisle, an uneasy friendship de- 
velops between them. Baker allows 
their intimacy to grow in tenta- 
tively delivered confessions. The 
playwright captures the way that 
people kill time in jobs like these 
by telling each other secrets they 
might otherwise withhold. 

What didn’t look or feel right 
was the duration of each elongated 
clean-up scene. Picking up can- 
dy wrappers and soda cups and 
sweeping up popcorn was the least 
interesting task during every shift. 
Everyone I knew zoomed down the 
aisles as quickly as possible and 
then returned to the lobby to prep 
the refreshment stand for the next 
show, tally the tickets, or gab some- 
where out of the public eye. Only 
after the last showing did we spend 
any extended amount of time in 
the theater itself. More often than 
not, we all just wanted to go home. 

But The Flick is a second home 
for Sam and Rose, and for the new 
hire Avery. All three employees

are personally adrift. The unde- 
manding, low-pressure nature of 
the job is a comforting distraction 
from their own worries. Avery’s 
taken a semester off from college to 
regroup after his parents’ divorce. 
He connects with Sam and Rose 
because they’re all on the verge of 
figuring out something new about 
themselves. But to do so means 
they have to be vulnerable and 
trusting with each other. 

The Flick’s great accomplish- 
ment, like Lynn Nottage’s Sweat 
or Dominique Morisseau’s Skeleton 
Crew, is that it makes an underclass 
visible. Rather than examining 
overly familiar tropes about famil- 
ial dysfunction, there’s a built-in 
drama in watching characters who 
live paycheck to paycheck. Their 
survival depends upon whether or 
not they’ll keep their jobs. As they 
bicker, hurt each other’s feelings, 
and struggle to connect, these 
co-workers — and former strang- 
ers — temporarily form a 


community. Baker never loses sight 
of how frustrating it can be to clean 
up other people’s trash, but where’s 
the background noise of moviego- 
ers and managers? There’s a great 
rush before every show begins and 
that should have been portrayed 

on stage with more vigor and snap. 
Here the language of film is all art- 
house languor and despair.

Raise Hell: The Life and Times of Molly 
Ivins 
Not rated. Opens Friday at the Opera Plaza 
Cinema. 
Should a newspaper writer be allowed to say 
things that might inflame some readers? 
Syndicated columnist editor Molly Ivins, who 
passed away in 2007, fanned flames constantly 
throughout her life. Her fearlessness was 
matched only by her sense of humor, and both 
are ably honored in Janice Engel’s inspiring 
documentary Raise Hell: The Life and Times of 
Molly Ivins, which comes down on the side of 
freedom of expression. Always feeling Othered 
because she was 6’ and not traditionally 
beautiful, proud Texas native and even prouder 
liberal Ivins got a master’s degree in journalism 
from Columbia University. After stints in New 
York and Paris, she returned to Texas, which 
she loved enough to be honest about. And not 
just Texas: It was a grave sin in early 1990s 
liberal culture to criticize Bill Clinton, but she 
dared to do just that, much to her editors’ 
chagrin. (It’s a classic conflict: cf. Kael v. Shawn 
at The New Yorker, Schrader v. Kunkin at the Los 
Angeles Free Press, and many other, far stupider 
examples.) Ivins died in 2007, but she’d 
collected her writings in the 1991 book Molly 
Ivins Can't Say That, Can She?, a title which 
would be self-aggrandizing from anyone else. 
But Ivins earned it, and the rest of us can only 
aspire to raise as much hell. Sherilyn Connelly 


Haunt 
Rated R. Opens Friday at the Presidio 
Theater. 
We're fully into the single-word, post-meaning 
era of movie titles, so it figures that Scott Beck 
and Bryan Woods’ horror movie Haunt does 
not involve any supernatural elements typically 
associated with haunting. On Halloween, a 
group of unlikable college students led by the 
red-hooded Harper (Katie Stevens) visit one of 
those Blackout-style “extreme” haunted houses 
in which all manner of allegedly consensual 
abuse, degradation, and jiggery-pokery is 
committed upon the patron. They’re soon 
picked off by the deranged humans behind 
the scenes — and unsurprisingly for a film 
produced by Hostel’s Eli Roth, Haunt often veers 
into torture porn, almost as though that was 
the point. Haunt strives for some emotional 
resonance by establishing that Harper’s father 
was abusive, hence she grew up in a “real” 
haunted house, geddit? But it comes across as 
tasteless-in-a-bad-way in a picture in which 
characters say things like “I’m an equipment 
manager, not Robert De Niro from Heat!” 
in the manner only too-clever screenwriters 
think humans speak. If nothing else, Haunt 
is statistically notable as the third film in the 
past two months after The Fanatic and the 
far superior Scary Stories to Tell in the Dark to 
feature a character watching the 1968 Night of 
the Living Dead. It’s also the first to make you 
wish you were watching it, too. SC 
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Baked beans might be 
more traditional BBQ 
fare than a breakfast 
sandwich, but it's no 
McMuffin, either.

If fusion cuisine had started in 
the 2010s instead of the 1980s and’90s, 
it would probably be subject to that back- 
lash-to-the-backlash phenomenon that 
makes the internet so goddamn irritat- 
ing. Suddenly, people would be defend- 
ing now-forgotten places like Fuzio 
Universal Bistro — which somehow 
managed to serve “global pasta” in the 
Castro until only a few years ago, and on 
the Embarcadero until last year — out of 
fits of contrarian pique. The pasta would 
still be mediocre, but people would make 
a stand for or against it based on their 
places in the wider cultural wars, just as 
we have ridiculous arguments about 
woke versus homophobic chicken sand- 
wiches — all of which come from facto- 
ry-farmed broilers with grotesque body 
proportions and disturbingly brief lifes- 
pans. 

How casual appropriation has fall- 
en. But a different kind of fusion lives 
on, one that’s less about exposing din- 
ers to lackluster preparations of every 
noodle on earth than about bringing 
together the best of the best of a cer- 
tain type of cookery. 

4505 Burgers & BBQ embodies 
this with its approach to barbecue, 
the quintessential American cultural 
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touchstone that transcends food and 
has become almost sports-like in its 
regional rivalries. A decade after 4505 
Meats began flooding the zone with 
puffy chicharrones — and, later, the 
denser pork cracklins — and years 
after taking up residence in a former 
barbecue joint on Divisadero and 
Grove streets north of the Panhandle, 
founder Ryan Farr and his team have 
more or less replicated that project in 
Oakland’s Laurel District. This one’s a 
bit more inward-facing, so it lacks the 
people-watching you get on Divis, but 
it’s larger, more overtly kid-friendly, 
and a good spot to induce a soporific 
food coma with a three-meat plate and 
an Alameda Island Hazy IPA. Speaking 
as a lover of vintage signs, neon or oth- 
erwise, 4505's is pretty great. It’s got 
an arrow pointing to another arrow, 
and the “4505” part spins like a G.M. 
dealership in 1965. 

The space is also big enough that 
they can butcher a whole hog every 
single day, satisfying Farr and his no. 
2, Andrew Ghetia, providing plenty of 
pork shoulder and snappy hot sausag- 
es. Beyond other staples like brisket 
and baked beans, you can get fun sides 
like a Frankaroni, a mac-and-cheese 
patty with hot dog tucked in it, along 
with fried chicken strips that are so

good Ghetia expresses annoyance that 
they detract from the real show. For 
non-meat-eaters, there’s the obligatory 
cheddar grilled cheese, but the other 
sleeper hit — for anyone, really — is 
the grits-and-egg sandwich, which 
shoots off a ton of heat from its roast- 
ed peppers. Further, there are salads, 
including a green salad that arrives 

in a metal bowl with carefully sliced 
radishes and asparagus atop all the 
cherry tomatoes. Because there’s a 
burger, there are also fries, whose use 
of tallow is obvious at first taste. And 
because this is 2019, there’s soft-serve, 
although maybe only vanilla. (C’mon, 
guys, no swirl?) 

Farr favors pork over beef — the ra- 
tio that probably gave rise to barbecue 
in past centuries — so you won't find 
tri-tip, the centerpiece of California’s 
own Santa Maria-style barbecue. The 
real cow-derived centerpiece is the 
Best Damn Cheeseburger, which is also 
among the Cheapest Damn Cheese- 
burgers you'll find apart from true 
fast food. In a world of $17 In-N-Out 
clones, this $9.95 gem throws Gruyere 
on there, and Farr isn’t one of those 
fussbudgets who avoids lettuce. Over- 
all, 4505’s true style, however, remains 
a bit elusive. 

It’s about technique — specifically, 


AX, 


smoking — more than geography, Farr 
tells SF Weekly. That could cut both 
ways: to honor a tradition and to cater 
to the region’s tastes. 

“We're doing exactly what we want 
to do in regard to flavor and taste and 
quality,” he says. “We haven't adjusted 
anything for, say, the Bay Area’s palate. 
We just look at the meat and what we 
have to cook with, and do it how we 
want to eat it. We don't really claim 
any sort of specific region. We don’t 
say we re ‘California barbecue.’ ” 

Other regions make their presence 
felt. Farr learned his craft from cooks 
from all over, with whole-hog butch- 
ery being a specialty of Alabama- and 
Carolina-style barbecue. But he’s also 
drawn to Texas for its brisket (and the 
thick-sauce characteristics of Kansas 
City, because that’s where he grew up). 

To really feel that Lone Star influ- 
ence, you have to look past the meat 
plates and order smoked meats by the 
pound. That’s where you'll get white 
bread, pickles, and white onions, as 
if you were seated near the open pit 
at the Salt Lick in Driftwood, Texas. 

If you do go with a meat plate, you'll 
receive a Parker House roll, which sets 
up a thorny question: no-nonsense tra- 
dition versus the greatest bread ever 
invented, slightly aristocratic connota- 
tion and all? 

“We weren't trying to make a state- 
ment,’ Farr admits of this bread divide. 
“Just the most enjoyable common 
plate.” 

While it’s the chicharrones that 
have paid the bills for years now, and 
the burger essentially gets top bill- 
ing, Farr seems proudest of the ribs. 
They're what he seems to watch most 
deliberately, anyway, monitoring the 
leaner sections of the rack against the 
fattier pieces toward the end. 

“You want them to — visually and 
physically — feel that when you pick 
‘em up, you need two hands,” he says. 
“If you use one, the meat in the center 
kind of tears and starts to fold over. 
You want it to have a little bit of give 
from the bone. When it rests for a little 
before we serve it, it pulls away from 
the bone a little bit — so when you're 
eating our ribs, it pulls off without fall- 
ing off. That’s what we're looking for.”

It’s damn hard trying to find 

a good deli sandwich in this town, and let 

me tell you, I’ve looked far and wide. 
Certain sandwiches have acquired 
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some notoriety over the years, like 

the Korean Steak Sandwich at Rhea’s 
Market or the Banh Mi at Saigon Sand- 
wich, but stumbling upon a quality 
street corner deli isn’t exactly a daily 
occurrence. If you happen to find 
yourself in the Outer Richmond on the 
corner of Clement Street and 25th Av- 
enue, however, you're in luck. 

AK Meats is a teensy, tiny market 
that specializes in freshly cut, propri- 
etary meats. They serve hand-made 
sausages stuffed with spinach and gar- 
lic, jalapefio smoked chicken, and asia- 
go cheese. They offer gorgeous cuts of 
Heritage Pork, fresh fillets of fish, and

clean little cuts of Niman Ranch Beef. 
The atmosphere in AK is reminiscent 
of an East Coast delicatessen with the 
familiar acuteness of the many Japa- 
nese food marts that are so prominent 
in the Bay Area. 

Other than their list of grocery 
options, AK also has a short menu of 
delicious little sandwiches that are ide- 
al for picking up and walking around 
or grabbing on the way to the beach. 
With about nine sandwich options, the 
two standouts are the AK Combo and 
the Hot Pastrami. Both are served with 
Swiss cheese, the only difference being 
the combo has a blend of roast beef, 


turkey, ham, and some extra veggies. 
Everything is the way it should be 
from the fresh rye bread and bottled 
condiments to the thinly sliced, salty 
cold cuts. The layers are folded perfect- 
ly into a little chilled stack of crunchy 
vegetables, salty luncheon meat, and 
tangy dressings, all squished between 
two pillowy squares of bread. I often 
find that if I want a decent, simple 
sandwich in this city, I need to make it 
myself, but AK Meats has changed my 
mind and would make living on this 
block worth it alone. 

Football season is right around the 
corner, and that means it’s time for 
Sunday snacks, baby. Just stroll on in 
to AK and grab a few sandwiches, get 
them sliced up, and you're all set for 
the afternoon. Maybe snag a couple 
steaks to throw on the grill too. What- 
ever you re in the mood for, AK is just 


one of those places that are few and far 


between in San Francisco. Everyone 
needs a neighborhood spot, but this 
one might just be a little better than 
yours.

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with a red heart at the top left. And yeah, 
there are plenty of spots in and around 
SoMa where BDSM participants play- 
fully grab one another by the leath- 
er-studded collar. But among all the 
Folsom Street Fair naughtiness is a cock- 
tail bar and club that caters to everyone, 
one whose darkness is more Poe-like 
than sexual-dungeon-esque. 

Raven, on Folsom between Seventh 
and Eighth streets, is a bar and club 
with just the right amount of pluck 
and attitude to hang on. 

As with much of San Francisco, 
Western SoMa has seen its fair share of 
places come and go. Luxe condos go up, 
while affordable spots like The Board 
or Pampalasa shutter. Nearby, The 
Stud is on borrowed time at its current 
location (although it will eventually 
relocate within the neighborhood). But 
Raven has managed to prosper amid all 
this churn, with an emphasis on quali- 
ty whiskeys and fun DJ nights, and all 
without invoking the rare and radiant 
maiden whom the angels name Lenore 
and damning you to spend eternity 
in your musty library perturbed by a 
beady-eyed bird. 

Indeed, no one’s tapping, tapping 
at your chamber door. Instead, Raven’s 
staff are pouring flights of four-pour 
whiskies, from Ireland, Japan, and the 
U.S. Take the $22 Japanese offering, 
which includes Suntory’s agreeable 
blend Hibiki, the spicier Nikka Taket- 
suru, and the especially highly regard- 
ed Nikka Coffey Grain whisky, whose 
vanilla notes should please hardcore 
bourbon partisans as well as Japanese 
whisky hounds. You can get cross-cul- 
tural and build your own, with some 
choice bartender recommendations. 

Further, this two-story venue — 
the leather-and-wood ground floor is 
a proper bar suitable for happy hour, 
while the club upstairs hosts Satur- 
day throwback-video nights and such 
— has a respectable list of cocktails, 
including the summery La Ponderosa 
(Los Altos tequila, egal mezcal joven, 
Vida mezcal, guava nectar, fresh- 
squeezed lemon juice, agave syrup, and 
Peychaud’s bitters). As fall approaches, 
consider the more autumnal Ginger 
Drop Kick, a house classic that hasn’t 
left the menu in at least five years. 
Made with Four Roses bourbon, Aper- 
ol, fresh-squeezed lemon juice, agave, 
and cold-pressed ginger juice, it’s a bit 
more amped-up than drinks that rely 
on bottled ginger beer. When you've 
had your fair share of spankings at 
the Cat Club or Bud Lights at the beer 
bust, you know what to do.

USIC AND WEREBACK AAA KE 
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By Brett Callwood 


It’s easy to forget now, but when 
Swedish musician Neneh Cherry re- 
leased her Raw Like Sushi album in 1989, 
a manic blur of R&B, hip-hop, reggae, 
punk (she had previously been a member 
of punky reggae band The Slits), African 
rhythms, and pure pop, she was on top 
of the world. In Europe especially, songs 
such as “Buffalo Stance” and “Manchild” 
were everywhere. Here in the States too, 
she had an enviable following. 

The followup, 1992’s Homebrew, 
performed a little more modestly as 
Cherry experimented with jazz (her 
stepfather Don Cherry was a renowned 
American jazz musician) and electronic 
music, particularly trip-hop. But her 
third, ’96’s Man, propelled into the up- 
per reaches of the charts again thanks 
in part to “7 Seconds,” a duet with Sen- 
egalese singer and songwriter Youssou 
N’Dour. 

And then she was gone, at least as 
a solo artist. For 18 years, she focused 
on raising her children, occasionally 
popping up on collaborations, such as 
with Scandinavian jazz trio The Thing. 
Finally, 18 years after Man, Cherry 
returned with the Blank Project album 


in 2014, which performed okay in the 
charts (a whole new charts system to 
the one she left, by the way) but did 
very well with the critics. And now 
she’s back again with Broken Politics, 
her fifth studio album. 

“It’s been an amazing journey,’ 
Cherry says. “When we made the re- 
cord, I really felt like we’re in a good 
space with the songwriting — me and 
Cameron [McVey] who I write with. 
And I felt like we knocked out some 
good songs... Then the record came out 
and the response has been great, which 
is amazing. It doesn’t always turn out 
that way.” 

Cherry has always been an artist 
unafraid to tackle world events, and 
blend those topics with the super-per- 
sonal. Nothing has changed in that 
regard, except for the fact that she’s 
older, wiser, and more experienced. 
Naturally, that all manifests itself in 
the music. 

“When I wrote Raw Like Sushi it was 
like sitting there waiting to come out,” 
she says. “The kind of album that was 
very in the moment. It became a kind 
of little diary. A collection of my jour- 
ney so far. But when I went to make 
Homebrew, I was definitely needing to 
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reflect a little more, to dig deeper, and 
to be thinking a bit more about what I 
wanted to say. I think Blank Project was 
a long puking session. With this one, 

it kind of came home more. | definitely 
needed to have more time and to be 
more reflective. It’s a craft, and it’s a 
craft that you have to work at. Maybe 

I have more skills now, in a different 
way, to sit down and write a song.” 

It has to feel strange to get back 
on the traditional working musician's 
horse. After so many years out, Cherry 
is back in the cycle of “write, record, 
release, promo, tour, repeat.” Many 
musicians that don’t take breaks have 
talked about how exhausting that 
can be and, maybe, it can hamper the 
creative process. So does Cherry think 
that her own break helped her in the 
long run? 

“It was a funny break because it 
wasn't a planned break,” she says. “I 
didn’t say I’m retiring. It just turned 
out that way. Obviously I was bringing 
up my kids, and the music I was mak- 


ing was collaborative in a different way. 


Guesting on other people’s things. I 
didn’t feel the need or desire to be in 
the center of things. I definitely knew 
that I wanted to sidestep the main- 
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stream thing. I got to a place with the 
pop part of the industry that I was like, 
‘T don't think that I completely fit in 
here.’ I know that I’ve recorded things 
sometimes and listened to it, and 

not believed it because I just wasn’t 
truly engaged. I just wasn’t able to go 
through the motions just for the sake 
of it. So I got to a place where it’s like, 
‘Okay I’m ready now’.” 

Cherry is having the time of her 
life, because she feels free to release 
the music that she wants to, while 
also enjoying the fact that she’s still 
a “name” — people care about what 
she’s doing, but she can explore. That’s 
a cool balance to have achieved, and it 
allows her to enjoy performing those 
old standards, such as “Buffalo Stance,” 
without a hint of resentment. 

“They're like little golden nuggets,” 
she says. “Little funny babies. I still 
get a lot from doing them, but if I 
had no other music I'd probably feel 
really different about that. I have new 
music that I think sometimes stands 
up better than some of the old songs, 
but the old songs need to be there 
because they’re a part of the backbone 
of the new music. There’s space for 
everything. But I couldn't just be out 
there being some sort of weird karaoke 
person. I would die.” 

This week, Cherry performs at 
August Hall and it’s a special occasion 
because it’s the first time she will have 
played here as a solo artist (her only 
other S.F. gig was as a member of The 
Slits). 

“T’ve never played a gig there and 
I've literally not really been there ever 
for promo or anything, so I’m happy 
that’s happening now,’ she says. “Cra- 
zy but true. Predominantly, [the set 
is taken from] Broken Politics. We’re 
a seven piece band — a funny little 
family. There’s some golden oldies, but 
65-70 percent of the tunes are from 
Broken Politics.” 

It’s just good to finally get you here, 
Neneh!

A pioneering act in the U.K.’s ska revival and 2-Tone 
movement, The Selecter have had a dynamic career filled with 
commercial and critical success as the group celebrates their 
40th anniversary. A diverse lineup led by vocalists Arthur 
“Gaps” Hendrickson and “The Queen of Ska” Pauline Black, 
The Selecter would often confront issues surrounding sexism 
and racism in their music, bolstered by hit singles like “On My 
Radio” and “Tide Is High.” The group’s seminal 1979 debut 
album, Too Much Pressure, remains a genre-defining work for 
the 2-Tone movement as well as a blueprint for many later 
ska and punk groups, like No Doubt and The Offspring.

SAVAGE LOVE \ OPEN WIDE

My roommate is a gay man who is into getting 
fisted. A lot. We were FWBs until he moved into my 
place, at which point we agreed it would be better 
for us to not have sex anymore. It’s worked out fine, 
and he’s been here for a year. Here’s the problem: 
About two years ago, he got into fisting and he has 
someone over every night to fist him. As soon as he 
comes home from work, he spends a good hour in the 
bathroom cleaning out, and then some guy comes 
over to fist him. Every single day. My roommate is a 
very attractive guy who doesn't think he’s attractive 
at all. I’ve talked to him a few times about whether 
he’s being sexually compulsive, but he just laughs and 
says, “Well, you suck a lot of dick.” (I have a healthy 
but moderate sex life.) Iam concerned that all this 
ass play is not healthy. As a friend, I want him to 
seek help for his sexual compulsion, his low self- 
esteem, and his social isolation. As a roommate, Iam 
tired of all these strange men coming into my home 
and the high water bill.

“Fisting is a healthy and safe sexual activity 
so long as the participants are sober,’ said Dr. Peter 
Shalit, a physician and author who works with 
many gay men. “There is a misconception that 
fisting damages the anal sphincter, loosens it, and 
causes a loss of bowel control over time. This is 
absolutely false.” 

Devin Franco, a gay porn star who’s been 
getting fisted on a weekly basis for many years, 
backs up Dr. Shalit. “People who are only used to 
vanilla intercourse are sometimes shocked,” said 
Franco. “People will leave comments on my videos 
asking if I was in pain, even though I’m clearly 
always enjoying it. Fisting is actually the most 
pleasurable sexual act I’ve ever experienced—and 
seven years in, no negative health consequences 
and everything down there works just fine, 
thanks.” 

But exactly how does that work? How 
does someone like Franco get a fist and/or a 
ridiculously large sex toy in his butt? 

“A skilled fisting bottom can voluntarily relax 
the anal sphincter in order to accommodate a 
hand up to the wrist or further,” explained Dr. 
Shalit. “A skilled fisting top knows how to insert 
their hand—it’s actually fingertips first, not a 
clenched fist—and how to do it gently, taking 
their time, and using lots of lube. And, again, 
after the session is over, the sphincter returns to 
its normal state.” 

Which is not to say that people haven’t 
injured themselves or others engaging in anal 
play with large sex toys, fists, or even perfectly 
average cocks—people most certainly have. That’s 
why it’s crucial to take things slow, use lots of 
lube, and go at it sober. 

“Fisting isn’t for everyone,’ said Dr. Shalit. 
“In fact, most people are unable to relax their 
sphincter in this fashion.” 

But to figure out whether fisting is for you— 
to determine whether you're one of those people 
who can relax their sphincter—first you gotta 
wanna, and then you gotta try. 

“It actually took about two years for me,” said 


Franco. “That’s from the first time I did anal play 
thinking, ‘Maybe I can get his whole fist in there, 
to the first time I actually got a fist in my ass. Two 
years. 

And while fisting isn’t for everyone, FISTS, 
like Dr. Shalit said, it’s very clearly for your 
roommate. But enjoying the hell out of a 
particular sexual activity—even one that seems 
extreme to those who don’t enjoy it—isn’t by 
itself evidence of low self-esteem or sexual 
compulsion. 

“If FISTS thinks his roommate has low self- 
esteem, said Dr. Shalit, “he’s done the right thing 
by telling him he should seek help. But that’s 
the end of his responsibility. Whether or not 
his roommate seeks help is up to his roommate. 
And it’s hard for me to agree that his roommate 
is being sexually compulsive based on what’s in 
the letter. Many men have sex every day, and 
the roommate’s sex life doesn’t seem to have any 
negative consequences except that FISTS doesn’t 
like it.” 

While Franco also doesn't think getting 
fisted daily is proof that your roommate is out of 
control, fisting isn’t something he does every day. 
“Doing it daily sounds exhausting,” he said. “The 
act requires a lot of physical exertion. I personally 
need a little recovery time between sessions. But 
I do know guys who do it every day—maybe not a 
fist every day, but they play with large toys every 
day. But I couldn’t and I don't.” 

All that said, FISTS, two of your cited reasons 
for not liking what your roommate is up to— 
strange men in and out of your apartment (and 
your roommate) and all that douching driving up 
your water bill—are legitimate complaints that 
you shouldn't be shy about addressing. 

“To not have a lot of strangers in and out of 
the apartment is a reasonable ask of a roommate,” 
said Dr. Shalit. “But if the roommate sees a steady 
stream of FISTS’s hookups coming over, it could 
seem like a double standard. And I suppose he 
could ask for extra help with the water bill, but 
I’m skeptical that ‘cleaning out’ for fisting would 
actually cause a significant increase in the bill.” 

Dr. Shalit recommends Anal Pleasure & 

Health by Jack Morin to anyone who wants to 
learn more about anal intercourse, fisting, and 
other forms of anal play. “It’s the bible of anal 
sexuality,” said Dr. Shalit.
